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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -20 have been allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a method of detecting a free frequency 
channel among at least two frequency channels which have a common channel bandwidth 
comprising performing complex conversion on an input signal in one of the frequency channels 
to produce a complex signal having two signal components at an intermediate frequency 
which is an integer multiple of the common channel bandwidth; interchanging the two 
signal components of the complex signal; measuring signal strength associated with a 
complex channel-filtered version of the interchanged signal component; and then comparing 
the measured signal strength to a reference signal strength as cited in claim 17 and further details 
as cited in claim 1.
